The porpoises killed In winter are 
the fattest and produce most oil. The 
largest size measure about 7 feet in 
length, 5 feet in girth and weigh about 
300 pounds. 
Such a porpoise yields 
from six to seven gallons of oil. The 
blubber of a big porpoise weighs about 
IOO pounds and is one and a half inches 
thick In summer and two In winter. 
The jaw s of the porpoise yield a su­ 
perior quality of oil. 
'VLT* hung up 
in the sun, It readily crips away into 
cans provided for the purpose, the 
quantity of oil thus procured, how­ 
ever, being not more than half a pint 
to the jaw . The oil from the blubber 
gives an excellent light and is in de­ 
mand along the coast for lighthouse 
use. It has no offensive odor. 
Porpoise shooting is followed at all 
seasons and in all kinds of weather. 
On a calm summer’s day the porpoise 
may be heard blowing a mile or two 
away, 
lf you wound a porpoise and 
there are any sharks around, the shark 
is very apt to share your booty with 
you even if he doesn’t devour it in toto.

W hen the vessel has tied up to the 
w harf in New Orleans the first step is 
the removal of the bedding, clothing 
and cushions and other cloth fabrics to 
the quarantine shed. Here they are 
hung on a framework consisting of a 
series of rocks suspended from a long 
car running on a truck and so arranged 
th at when the racks are filled the 
whole thing may be run inside one of 
the three great disinfecting cylinders 
with which the station is equipped. 
These cylinders are enormous steel 
boilers fifty feet in length by eight feet 
in diam eter and fitted inside w ith con­ 
tinuous coils of steam .pipe. The cylin­ 
ders arc covered w ith asbestus and 
swathed in felt, and when the cylinder 
caps are on they are airtight. When 
the clothing has been placed inside and 
the cylinders closed, dry heat is forced 
through the pipes at a tem perature of 
180 degrees, and this is followed by 
moist heat raised to a tem perature of 
230 degrees. The pressure of from six 
to eight pounds put upou tills steam 
heat is sufficient to force it through 
heavy m attresses or bundles of cloth­ 
ing. 
After a period which varies from 
thirty minutes to an hour the cylinders 
are opened, tin* racks are run out. and 
the rapid evaporation which follows 
causes the clothing to dry almost Im­ 
mediately. The clothing Is unharmed 
by this process, and the moist heat is a 
thorough germicidal agent. It is an in­ 
teresting fact th at if a freshly launder­ 
ed linen shirt or collar is put into the 
cylinder it will emerge thoroughly 
moist and apparently in need of anoth­ 
er starching. The evaporation is so rap­ 
id. however, that it is immediately re ­ 
stored to its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.—Leslie’s 
Monthly.

DISINFECTING A SHIP. 


M oist n e a t, n T h o ro u jsh G e rm ic id a l 
Attent, In i'Ncd. 
When the vessel has tied up to the 
w harf in New Orleans the first step is 
the removal of tile bedding, clothing 
and cushions and other cloth fabrics to 
the quarantine shed. 
Here they are 
hung on a framework consisting of a 
series of racks suspended from a long 
cnr running oil a track and so arranged 
th at when the racks are filled the 
whole thing may be run Inside one of 
the three great disinfecting cylinders 
with which Hie station is equipped. 
These cylinders are enormous steel 
boilers fifty feet in length by eight feet 
In diam eter and fitted Inside with con­ 
tinuous coils of steam .pipe. The cylin­ 
ders are covered with asbestus and 
swathed in felt, and when the cylinder 
cnps are on they are airtight. When 
the clothing has been placed Inside and 
tile cylinders closed, dry heat is forced 
through the pipes at a tem perature of 
180 degrees, and this is followed by 
moist heat raised to a tem perature of 
230 degrees. 'J’ho pressure of from six 
to eight pounds put upon tills steam 
heat is sufficient to force it through 
heavy m attresses or bundies of cloth­ 
ing. 
After a period which varies from 
thirty minutes to tin hour the cylinders 
are opened, tin* racks are run out, and 
the rapid evaporation which follows 
causes the clothing to dry almost im­ 
mediately. The clothing is unharmed 
by this process, and the moist heat Is a 
thorough germicidal agent. It is an in­ 
teresting fact that if a freshly launder­ 
ed linen shirt or collar is put Into the 
cylinder it will emerge thoroughly 
moist and apparently in need of anoth­ 
er starching. The evaporation is so rap­ 
id. however, that it is i lunediatoly re­ 
stored to its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.—Leslie’s 
Monthly. 


O rig in o f W o rd G rin g o . 
The word “gringo," which Mexicans 
apply to Americans when speaking of 
them with contempt, is said to have

melons It is no less than 05 per cent, in 
grapes 80 per cent, in oranges 8(1 per 
cent, iii lemons OO per cent, in pears 84 
per cent, In plums SO per cent, In nec­ 
tarines 83 per cent and In strawberries 
OO IHT cent, not a fruit In the whole 
category containing less than SO per 
cent.

The porpoises killed In winter are 
the fattest ami produce most oil. The 
largest size measure about 7 feet in 
length, 5 feet In girth and weigh about 
300 pounds. 
Such a porpoise yields 
from six to seven gallons of oil. 
I he 
blubber of a big porpoise weighs about 
IOO pounds and is one and a half inches 
thick In summer and two in winter. 
The Jaws of the porpoise yield a su­ 
perior quality of oil. 
’VLO hung up 
In the sun. It readily drips away into 
cans provided for Hie purpose, tile 
quantity of oil thus procured, how­ 
ever, being not more than half a pint 
to the Jaw. The oil from the blublier 
gives an excellent light and is in de­ 
mand along the coast for lighthouse 
use. It has no offensive odor. 
Porpoise shooting is followed at nil 
seasons and in all kinds of weather. 
On a calm summer’s day the porpoise 
may be heard blowing a mile or two 
away. 
If you wound a porpoise and 
there are any sharks around, tile shark 
is very apt to share your booty with 
you even lf he doesn’t devour it in toto.

A row of paper lanterns in the black 
shadow of a wall is the first impres­ 
sion tile newly arrived traveler has of 
Yokohama as he steps from his “sam­ 
pan” on to the w harf at night. 
The lanterns bang low and almost 
motionless, but at the word “rickshaw” 
they begin to sway, oral with a silent, 
almost 
rhythmical- 
movement 
they 
come rushing toward him. A moment 
later tie discovers that each lantern is' 
attached to a rickshaw’, which offers 
for less than half a yen an bour to con­ 
vey him anywhere ins fancy may lend 
him. But go where he will the lantern 
is always there, dangling and swaying 
and dimly flashing. 
The lantern on the rickshaw’ is a 
characteristic detail of the night pic­ 
ture of Yokohama. It is a series of 
brilliant dashes of color under a cloud­ 
less. starlit sky. fanned by a soft 
breeze w hich seems half of the sea and 
half of the tropics, with smiling, doll- 
like people gliding about everywhere. 
It hardly seems real. It isn’t fairyland 
exactly, because fairies are not sup­ 
posed to be always as picturesque as 
are these Japanese. Certain it is that 
few things anywhere in the round 
world can be more beautiful than lan­ 
tern lighted Yokohama. 
As the occidental crosses the bridge 
over the canal from the foreign quar­ 
ter and enters the native city he secs 
a bewildering maze of lights. Through­ 
out Yokohama gas lamp posts are few 
and far between, a fact which makes 
the lantern illumination all the more 
conspicuous. They are not hung at reg­ 
ular heights or intervals, but make a 
sort of tangle of soft colored lights 
over the front of the buildings and

A very famous and noteworthy in­ 
stance of this is afforded in Rider Hag­ 
gard’s “King Solomon’s Mines,” where 
the phenomenon of a total solar eclipse 
is employed with most happy and dra­ 
matic effect as far as the story is con­ 
cerned, but with a perfect disregard 
of astronomical details which in its 
audacity is almost startling. 
Here, 
again, as in so many other cases, the 
difficulty of the young moon comes 
in. and the sun has scarcely set be­ 
fore the “fine crescent” rises in the 
east. Within a wonderfully short space 
of time after this curious event the 
moon is full, and only a day Inter the 
total eclipse of the sun takes place, 
despite the astronomical fact that it 
is at “no nioou” (or, more accurately 
speaking, the last few seconds of the 
old moon nnd the first few seconds of 
the new) that a. total solar eclipse alone 
is possible. 
But perhaps the most interesting 
feature of this altogether remarkable 
eclipse is that the total darkness lasts 
for nearly an hour. 
Alas, under the 
rarest aud most favorable conditions, 
seven minutes alone is the utmost limit 
of time during which the sun’s face Is 
totally obscured, and the observer un­ 
der ordinary circumstances counts him­ 
self lucky lf he is rewarded for a jour­ 
ney of some thousands of miles by an 
uninterrupted view of the corona for 
three minutes, two or even less. 
Some years ago oue of the magazines 
contained a story called "The Portent,” 
the motif of which was a certain 
strange seeming in the heavens which, 
whenever it appeared, boded 111 to a 
particular family. This prophetic sign 
was none other than the appearance 
of the crescent moon with a star be­ 
tween the two horns. Nor was this a 
particularly novel idea, for it will be 
remembered that in Coleridge’s “An­ 
cient Mariner” that veracious seaman 
relates how at one period of bis ad­ 
ventures there rose 
above the eastern bar 
The horned moon, with one bright star 
Within the nether tip. 
In a purely miraculous and fanciful 
i creation like this famous poem it 
! would be ridiculous to cavil at such 
a detail, though in the case of the 
story it might well be questioned how 


j the star could manage to appear In 
J such a position. 
We may perhaps re­ 
fer to the line in "The Burial of Sir 
: John Moore” where the great soldier 
I is represented as being interred "by 
the 
struggling 
moonbeam’s 
misty 
ligbt," whereas, as a matter of fact, 
the moon was but a day old at the 
! time of the battle of Coruna and thcre- 
! fore Invisible. This seems like hyper- 
i criticism, especially in a poem’ that 
lays no claim to astronomical accuracy.

store of Hnptonstall & McLain,

A ft­ 
er the sale* was over in the evening 
Lawrence' and a man n a m e d Schmidt 
cam e in ami bought a can of shrimps, 
which they proceeded to ea t at tho 
counter, hack of which was McLain, 
counting up tho day’s receipts. Law­ 
rence pushed a pair of scales about, 
to which McLain objected, and finally 
pushed him away, and told him he 
would put, him out of th e store if he 
old not desist.

In. and the sun has scarcely set be­ 
fore the “ line crescent’’ rises in the 
east. Within a wonderfully short space 
of tim e after this curious event the 
moon Is full, and only a day Inter the 
total eclipse of the sun takes place, 
despite the astronomical fact th a t It 
is at “no moon” (or, more accurately 
speaking, the last few* seconds of the 
old moon and the first few seconds of 
the new) th a t a total solar eclipse alone 
is possible. 
But perhaps the most interesting 
feature of this altogether rem arkable 
eclipse is th at the total darkness lasts 
for nearly an hour. 
Alas, under the 
rarest and most favorable conditions, 
seven minutes alone is the utm ost limit 
of time during w hich the sun’s face is 
totally obscured, and the observer un­ 
der ordinary circum stances counts him ­ 
self lucky if he Is rewarded for a jo u r­ 
ney of some thousands of miles by an 
uninterrupted view of the corona for 
j three minutes, two or even less. 
Some years ago one of the magazines 
contained a story called "T he Portent,” 
the motif of which was a certain 
strange seeming in the heavens which, 
whenever it appeared, boded ill to a 
particular family. This prophetic sign 
was none other than tile appearance 
of the crescent moon with a sta r be­ 
tween the tw o horns. 
Nor was this a 
particularly novel idea. for it will be 
remembered that in Coleridge’s ‘‘An­ 
cient M ariner” that veracious seam an 
relates how’ at one period of his ad­ 
ventures there rose 
above the eastern bar 
The horned moon, with one bright star 
W ithin the nether tip. 
In a purely miraculous and fanciful 
i creation 
like this 
fam ous 
poem 
it 
* would be ridiculous to cavil at such 
1 a detail, though in the case of the 
story it might well be questioned how 
— j the star could manage to appear in 
I such a position. 
We may perhaps re­

DISINFECTING A SHIP. 


Moist Heat, a T horough Germicidal 
AfSBti Im I Ned. 
When the* vessel lias tied up to the 
wharf in New Orleans the first step Is 
the removal of tin* bedding, clothing 
and cushions and other cloth f;.bries to 
the quarantine sited, 
lien* they are 
hung cm a framework consisting of a 
series of nicks suspended from a long 
car running on a track and so arranged 
that when the racks are filled the 
whole thing may be run Inside one of 
the* three great disinfecting cylinders 
with which the station is equipped. 
Them* cylinders are enormous steel 
Isdlera fifty feet in length by eight feet 
in diameter and fitted inside with con­ 
tinuous coils of steam .pipe. The cvlin- 
ders are covered with asbestus and 
swathed in felt, and when the cylinder 
caps are on they are airtight. When 
the clothing has been placed inside and 
the cylinders closed, dry heat Is forced 
through the pipes at a temperature of 
180 degrees, ami this la followed by 
moist lieut raised to a temperature* of 
230 degrees. The pressure of from six 
to eight p mids put upon this steam 
heat Is sufficient to force it through 
heavy mattresses or bundles of cloth­ 
ing- 
After n period which varies from 
thirty minutes to an hour the cylinders 
are opened, the rucks ore run out, and 
the re phi evaporation which follows 
causes the clothing to dry almost Im­ 
mediately. The clothing Is unharmed 
by this process, and the moist heat is a 
thorough germicidal agent. It Is an in­ 
teresting fact that lf a freshly launder­ 
ed linen shirt or collar is put Into the 
cylinder it will emerge thoroughly 
moist and apparently iu need of anoth­ 
er starching. The evaporation is so rap­ 
id. however, that it Is I funedintely re­ 
stored to its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.— Leslie’s 
Monthly.

blubber of a big porpoise weighs about 
IOO pounds and is one and a half inches 
thick In summer and two in winter. 
The Jaws of tile porpoise yield a su­ 
perior quality of oil. 
’VI*? hung up 
In the sun, it readily drips away into 
cans provided for tile purpose, tho 
quantity of oil thus procured, how­ 
ever, being not more than half a pint 
to the jaw. 
The oil from the blubber 
gives an excellent light and is in de­ 
mand along tile coast for lighthouse 
use. It has no offensive odor. 
Pori>oise shooting is followed at all 
seasons and in all kinds of weather. 
On a calm summer’s day the porpoise 
may be heard blowing a mile or two 
away. 
If you wound a porpoise and 
there are any sharks around, the shark 
Is very apt to share your booty with 
you even if lie doesn't devour it in toto.

F o rtu n ately tho explosion occurred 
a t the noon hour.

Some o fthese 
w ere slightly Injured by bits of glass. 
F our ticket sellers were injured. They 
stood In tho pathway of this blab* 
and w ere all cut about th e heads and 
firms with nying slivers. 
The electrical force in the execu­ 
tive offices of the New York. New 
H aven and H artford railroad, which 
occupy the floors above the first, in 
the eastern wing cf th** depot, were j 
throw n about by the shock.

Turner, a record clerk in Superin­ 
te n d en t Shepard’s office, was thrown 
from his chair and his hands were 
badly lacerated. 
In the next room lo T urner s Chief 
D ispatcher G. H. Wilson and his four 
assistants, 
who were directing the 
trains of the New H aven line, having 
several hundred trains to look out 
for, w ere scratched with flying glass, 
but did not leave their chairs, even 
when they could not see their instru­ 
m ents because of Die smoke.

M onday’s break in th e grain 
m arkets, while due to a condition of 
o*. et speculation, and attributed os­ 
tensibly to tho large movem ent from 
other countries, w arrants a presum p­ 
tion cf pro. i is mg conditions for our 
own w inter wh* at crop, upon which 
much hinges. 
T hese considerations, 
however, were powerless to anim ate 
the stock m arket. 
T here is a very 
general ag reem en t th a t the ultim ate 
decision cf the question cf the legal 
standing of the N orthern Securities 
com pany is the thing really awaited 
for the next general m ovem ent in 
the stock m arket.

At I 
the Fifty-five mile board two men 
crawl* d over the tender and covered 
tht* engineer, 
John 
Reynolds, with 
W inchesters. 
They fired two shots, 
one ball passing through Reynolds’ 
cap. 
Firem an Cobb escaped by jum p 
ins off. 
Conductor Block, who ran 
out, was covered and ordered back. 
By order of these m en a brakem an 
uncoupled the express, mail and bag­ 
gage caws, which w ere taken to Fifty- 
eight station, h a v in g th e rest of tho 
cars on the main line. 
Here several 
shots were fired into the express car 
and one man climbed up, covered E x­ 
press Messenger Hall w ith a W in­ 
chester and compelled him to open 
the door. 
T hree men entered the ear 
and stripped the local safe. 
After 
threatening Hall with instant death 
if he did not open th e through safe, 
and finding he knew nothing of the 
Combination, the safe was rolled out 
on the platform. 
Then the engineer 
was ordered to return with the three 
oars to the train, and 
he 
obeyed, 
bringing the train without further In­ 
cident to Branchville. 
N othing was 
seen r f the men or the safe on pass­ 
ing Fifty-eight. 
T here was only a 
sm all amount of booty in the local 
safe, and no on** h* re knows the con­ 
tents of the through safe. 
No mail or 
baggage was touched and no passen­ 
gers were-m olested. 
No m easures had bern m ade last 
night to follow the robbers. 
The leader is supposed to be B ar­ 
ton W arren. 
W arren was arrested, 
rharg* I with having, single-handed, 
robbed th** Southern express car Just 
below Branchville, In the fall of 1899. 
The ease resulted in a mistrial.

Lawrence, formerly of this county, at 
Altona, IIL, particulars of which were 
given exclusively in these 
columns 
yesterday, a copy ol the Altona Rec­ 
ord, received in this city today, gives 
a -very full account. 
Lawrence was 
28 years of age, a genial young man 
of much promise. 
He spent his boy­ 
hood in Altona, and afterward return­ 
ed to Ohio where he remained several 
years, returning to Altona about eight 
years ago. He leaves a wife and three 
children. 
His slayer, Thomas 
Mc Lain, was 
found by the coroner s jury to have 
fired the fatal shots and is now In jail 
at Galesburg. 
According to the Altona paper, the 
tragedy took place in the 
grocery 
store of Haptonstall & McLain, 
fol 
lowing an auction sale of goods. Aft 
er the sale was over in the evening 
Lawrence and a man named Schmidt 
cam© in and bought a can of shrimps 
which they proceeded to eat at th* 
counter, back of which was McLain 
counting up the day’s receipts, laiw 
rence pushed a pair of scales about 
to which McLain objected, and finally 
pushed him away, and told him he 
would put him out of tho store if he 
•lid not desist. 
Lawrence told 
Mc 
Lain he could not put him out. 
The men clinched and McLain got 
Lawrence down on the floor. 
As the 
two were on the floor Schmidt stepped 
up and hit McLain several times with 
his fist. McLain got away after tear 
ing his clothes considerably, and as 
he raised up and started to the en* 
of the store Schmidt threw the can 
of shrimps at. him. 
Melvin went to 
a drawer and got a revolver, saying:
